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Ancestral  Background  of 

Robert  Ellis 


In  compiling  a  record  of  the  George  W.  Ellis  family,  we  shall  go 
back  to  the  earliest  known  ancestor,  Robert  Ellis.  He  was  born  in  Ireland 
in  the  year  1753  of  English  parents.  In  early  youth  he  came  to  America 
and  settled  in  the  colony  of  North  Carolina.  He  joined  the  army  in  the 
war  for  Independence  Sept.  3,  1776  and  served  three  years  as  private  in 
the  2nd  regiment,  North  Carolina  Continental  Line,  Ferinies  Company 
Commission.  On  Jan.  15,  1782  he  joined  the  10th  regiment  of  the  Cole¬ 
man’s  Company  North  Carolina  Line  Commission  and  served  as  private 
for  a  period  of  twelve  months.  (Recorded  on  page  1049  and  1054  in 
the  State  Record  of  North  Carolina  1783  and  Roster  of  Continental  Line 
North  Carolina  1783).  He  married  Eliza  Robertson  in  May,  1783.  To  this 
union  was  born  three  children,  William,  George,  and  Joseph. 

Some  years  later  Robert  Ellis  moved  to  Tennessee,  and  then  to  Greene 
County,  Indiana,  where  he  resided  until  death,  December  25,  1849. 
History  records  that  Greene  County  was  named  in  honor  of  Genera! 
Nathaniel  Greene,  and  it  may  be  assumed  that  Robert  Ellis  was  in¬ 
fluential  in  the  naming  of  the  County  for  his  Revolutionary  General.  The 
records  show  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity.  In  1928 
the  Federal  Government  erected  a  monument  in  his  honor  at  his  resting 
place  in  the  Samaria  cemetery  near  Dugger.  His  remains  had  beer, 
transferred  from  an  old  cemetery  near  by.  This  monument  was  dedicated 
July  4,  1928  with  an  impressive  ceremony  and  a  general  Ellis  reunion.

William  Ellis  Sept.  2,  1803  -  Sept  20,  1878  was  born  in  North  Carolina 
or  Tennessee.  He  came  to  Brown  County,  Indiana  between  the  years  1823 
and  1825  and  later  to  Greene  County  where  he  purchased  the  land  on 
the  east  side  of  the  Brownstown  road  and  later  donated  the  site  for  the 
present  Ellis  school. 

While  residing  in  Tennessee  he  married  Martha  Robertson  July  15, 
1805-Dec.  14,  1868  and  to  this  union  was  born  17  children  in  the  order 
as  follows:

Robert  and  Stephen  Ellis  served  in  Co.  A  59  Ind.  Vol.  Inf.  and  was  in 
General  Sherman’s  Army  during  the  Civil  War. 

The  families  of  Joel,  Mary,  Stephen,  Rebecca  and  Lee  remained  about 
Greene  County.  The  others  went  to  Iowa,  Nebraska  and  West. 
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George  W.  Ellis

George  W.  Ellis  was  born  April  14,  1841  and  resided  in  Stockton 
Township  all  his  life.  He  was  a  farmer,  a  school  teacher,  and  was  once 
township  trustee  and  later  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

On  October  11,  1860  he  was  married  to  Mary  Janet  Denton  and  they 
began  housekeeping  near  the  old  Twin  mine.  Later  they  moved  to  a  home 
one  half  mile  south  of  the  Ellis  School,  where  John,  Nan,  Margaret,  Ann, 
Mayme,  Tom  and  Rex  were  born.  While  living  here  Grandfather  Ellis  was  a 
teacher  at  the  Clayton  school  and  at  a  log  school  house  one  quarter  mile 
south  of  the  present  Ellis  school  where  the  four  oldest-  children  attended 
grade  school. 

Next  they  moved  to  the  Denton  place  three  quarters  of  a  mile  south 
and  one  half  mile  east  of  the  Ellis  school  where  Mack  and  Clora  were  born 
Again  they  moved  to  the  Ellis  home  place  one  quarter  mile  east  of  the 
Ellis  school  where  Daisy  and  Bessie  were  bom.  In  1884  they  moved  back 
to  the  house  where  they  originally  went  to  housekeeping. 

In  1890  they  moved  to  Linton  where  they  lived  at  several  locations  and 
Grandfather  Ellis  died  while  living  just  north  of  the  Freeman  Greene  County 
Hospital.  Grandmother  then  made  her  home  with  Bessie  and  they  lived 
just  east  of  the  Haseman  Grove  until  her  death. 

Grandmother  Ellis  was  a  wise  Christian  woman  who  always  had  to  work 
hard  to  care  for  her  eleven  children.  She  was  respected  and  loved  by  all 
her  neighbors  and  friends. 

George  and  Mary  Ellis  united  with  the  Olive  Branch  Baptist  Church 
in  February  1867  and  in  May  of  that  year  they  were  baptised  in  a  deep 
place  in  the  creek  on  Grandfather  Denton's  farm,  known  as  the  "baptizing 
hole."  They  moved  their  church  membership  to  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Linton  when  they  moved  into  town.  They  are  buried  and  have  markers 
in  the  Olive  Branch  Church  Cemetery. 

Mary  Janet  (Denton)  Ellis  was  born  July  20,  1842  and  died  on  May  19, 
1909.  Her  father  was  George  Bailey  Denton.  He  was  born  December  31, 
1823.  Her  mother  was  Margaret  (Rector)  Denton,  she  was  born  July  6, 
1822.  George  Bailey  Denton  and  Margaret  Rector  were  married  on  July 
27,  1841.  To  this  union  were  born  eight  children  as  follows:

I.  JOHN  W.  ELLIS  was  born  February  24,  1862  near  the  Ellis  school  north 
west  of  Linton,  Indiana.  John  attended  school  while  his  father  was  the 
teacher  and  helped  with  the  farming.  On  March  1,  1883  he  married 
Emma  Rusher  and  moved  to  a  farm  west  of  the  Tom  Pope  place  where 
his  four  children  were  born.  They  then  moved  to  the  home  where  his 
father  and  mother  went  to  housekeeping  near  the  old  Twin  mine. 
Here  he  died  on  January  17,  1890  and  he  is  buried  in  Samaria  Cemetery, 
which  is  located  southwest  of  the  Ellis  school.

II.  NANCY  ELIZABETH  ELLIS,  daughter  of  George  W.  and  Mary  (Denton) 
Ellis  was  born  near  Linton,  Indiana  on  September  13,  1863.  She  was  the 
second  child  in  a  family  of  eleven  children  and  was  the  oldest  of  seven 
sisters.  She  was  familiarly  known  as  "Nan,"  to  her  close  relatives  and 
friends.  She  was  distinguished  by  very  red,  curly  hair  which  was  admired 
by  so  many.  At  an  early  age  she  united  with  the  Olive  Branch  Baptist 
Church  which  was  the  home  church  of  so  many  of  the  Ellis  Family.  Among 
these  were  her  Uncle  Robert  Ellis,  who  married  her  mother's  sister,  Charity 
Denton.  These  two  Ellis  families  were  very  close,  but  in  later  years 
“Uncle  Bob’’  and  “Aunt  Charity"  moved  to  Delta,  Kansas.  They  had  just 
one  son,  Charles  W.  They  made  several  visits  back  to  Indiana  and  in  1886 
“Nan"  went  home  with  them  and  spent  two  years  in  Kansas.  In  her 
autograph  album  is  the  following  verse,  written  by  "Cousin  Charlie,"  os 
he  was  called  — 

February  23,  1887 
"If  ever  a  single  life  you  lead, 

No  fault  of  yours  twill  be, 

For  you  are  bound  to  be  a  wife 
Most  plainly  do  I  see" 

—  C.  W.  E. 

This  prophecy,  in  the  little  verse,  was  to  come  true  two  years  after  her 
return  to  Indiana.  She  had  known  John  Riley  Clayton  all  her  life,  as  he 
was  a  neighbor  and  also  belonged  to  the  Olive  Branch  Church.  He 
became  the  school  master  at  the  Ellis  school  and  some  of  “Nan's" 
younger  sisters  were  his  pupils.  John  boarded  with  the  George  W.  Ellis 
family  and  it  was  here  he  learned  of  that  famous  Ellis  cooking.  John  and 
Nancy  were  united  in  marriage  on  July  4,  1889  by  Rev.  Joel  Ellis,  uncle 
of  the  bride.  They  went  to  housekeeping  on  a  part  of  the  old  Clayton 
homestead.  To  this  union  six  children  were  born.  Their  youngest  daughter, 
Lora  Jeanette,  died  at  the  age  sixteen.  The  five  surviving  children  are 
widely  scattered,  each  living  in  a  different  state,  at  this  time. 

This  alliance  between  the  George  W.  Ellis  and  Jeremiah  Clayton  families 
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was  not  new  as  "Nan’s"  sister,  "Mayme"  had  been  married  to  John’s 
younger  brother,  Emmit,  for  some  time.  For  several  years  the  two  families 
lived  as  close  neighbors  on  farms,  which  were  a  part  of  the  original 
Clayton  tract  of  land.  The  children  of  these  two  families  refer  to  them¬ 
selves  as  "double  cousins." 

John  and  Nancy  spent  most  of  their  married  life  on  farms  in  Stockton 
Township,  Greene  County.  Nancy  survived  her  husband  by  eleven  years. 
She  spent  most  of  this  time  with  her  children.  In  1938  at  the  age  of 
seventy-five  years,  she  took  a  trip  west.  On  the  way  home  she  stopped 
in  Montrose,  Kansas  for  a  little  visit  with  "Cousin  Charlie,"  whom  she 
had  not  seen  for  fifty  years.  He  brought  out  the  family  album  and  had 
her  identify  many  of  his  Ellis  kinfolk  in  Indiana  whom  he  could  not 
remember.  John  and  Nancy  are  buried  in  the  Fairview  Cemetery  near 
Linton.

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ill.  SARAH  MARGARETE  ELLIS  was  born  April  4,  1865  north  of  Linton,  just 
one-half  mile  south  of  the  Ellis  school.  As  a  young  woman  she  was  not 
very  strong  and  so  she  helped  her  mother  with  the  housework  and  cook¬ 
ing  for  the  large  family  of  brothers  and  sisters  and  some  boarders.  “Mag” 
in  company  of  some  friends  attended  the  World's  Fair  at  Chicago.  “Aunt 
Mag,"  is  remembered  for  her  excellent  cooking  and  gracious  hospitality. 
“Aunt  Mag’s"  was  a  gathering  place  for  all  the  relatives  and  friends  of  the 
family.  The  Ellis  reunion  was  held  at  “Aunt  Mag's"  for  several  years.  On 
April  8,  1888  she  was  married  to  Barney  Saucerman  who  was  born  on 
June  10,  1863.  Barney  died  January  13,  1892  and  “Mag"  returned  to  the 
home  of  her  parents  to  live.  On  Otcober  8,  1893  she  married  Ira  E. 
Adams  who  was  born  March  19,  1866. 

“Mag"  and  "Boose"  as  Ira  was  called  with  Ira's  small  son  moved 
north  of  Linton  where  they  farmed,  sold  insurance,  took  care  of  Fair- 
view  Cemetery  and  marketed  fruit.  In  addition  to  the  step-son  "Mag" 
and  "Boose"  had  two  children.  "Mag"  died  on  October  22,  1926  and 
“Boose"  died  a  year  later  on  October  30,  1927.  They  are  buried  in 
Memory  Hill  Cemetery  near  Linton. 

A.  Walter  C.  Adams  (step-son)  was  born  November  6,  1891.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Kathryn  Swick  who  was  born  on  February  7,  1900.
